ALL WELL. 


Cheering Reports from New 
York Quarantine. 


No New Cases of Cholera and an 


Absence of “Suspects.” 


A Noted Preacher on the Lessons 
of the Pestilence, 


Progress of the Plague Abroad—Nearly 
10,000 Deaths from the Scourge in 
Hamburg Since Its First 
Outbreak There,

QUARANTINS, Staten Istanp (N. Y.,) 
Sept. 25.—/By the Associated Press. | 
The cholera outlook grows more satis- 
factory every day. There are no new 
cases and not even a suspect since 
Thursday last. All patients are out of 
danger, and it looks as_ though the last 
name of any victim of the disease had 
been recorded. The Bohemia and 
Scandia, now at lower quarantine, will 
remain there for some time. Their 
cabin passengers, now aboard the New 
Hampshire, will be released tomorrow. 
The steerage people of the Scandia will 
be removed tothe New Hampshire on 
Tuesday, and those of the Bohemia will 
subsequently follow them to Hoffman 
Island. TheStonington has been turned 
into a measles hospital, and about forty 
people are on boaf@ of her, though 
some have not got the disease. 


© The Seryia, which arrived this after- 


noon, will be released tomorrow, she 
having no steerage passengers on 
board. The Werra from Genoa was to- 
day released after two hours. 

The following vessels were also re- 
‘leased from quarantine today: Adri- 
atic, Augusta Victoria, State of Nevada 
and La Touraine. 


Camp Low (N.J.,) Sept. 25.—Nothing 
but favorable reports were heard on 
all sides today and the old cases of 
diarrhoea are all convalescent. 


THE LESSON OF CHOLERA. | 
Poor Training for 
Heaith Officers in New York. 


New York, Sept. 25:—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| * Rev. Dr. Thomas Dixon, 
before his sermon today, spoke of the 
lessons Americans should learn from 


the appearance of cholera. He said in 
part: 

The sudden appearance of Asiatic cholera 
carries with it a startling message. We 
have been taught that pothouse politics is 
poor training for health officials. Say 
what we will about the efficiency of our 
quarantine, its methods have been a jum 
ble of stupidity and gross brutality, with 
scarcely a trace of executive ability. The 
conduct ot this business has not only been 
a disgrace to the American Nation, but a 
stigma onthe history of the Anglo-Saxon 
race; and for this we must thank our pot- 
house politicians, whose life principle is 
“to the victor belongs the spoils.’’ We 
have learned that there are great steam- 
ship companies which don't hesitate to sell 
the health of 62,000,000 of people in 
America for the price of the steerage pass- 
age of a few hundred poverty-stricken ref.- 
ugees. Every city in America‘is at the 
mercy of New York. 

Let our brethren in other cities remem- 


| ber this when they apologize for and ex- 


cuse the villainies of Tammany Hall tor the 
sake of the vote of the gang at the polls in 
a Presidential election. Tammany Hall is 
not simply alocal disgrace. It may bea 
national scourge. What is the sense in 
moving heaven and earth to quarantine a 
few victims of pest-ridden Hamburg and 
at the same time open wide our gates 
to John Most and Bergman. Why 
buy an island to quarantine 500 
healthy American citizens and open the 
*gates to thousands who formed the mobs 
at Haymarket Square, delivered New 
Orleans toareignof assassins and called 
forth armies in Pennsylvania and New 
York to restore order? Does any thinking 
man doubt, in view of recent events, that 
these steamship companies arein collusion 
with the prisons and poorhouses of Europe? 


CHOLERA IN EUROPE, 


The Plague at Paris—Hambarg'’s Great 
Mortality Continues. 

Paris, Sept. 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| In the city and sub- 
urbs yesterday there were forty-five 
fresh cases and seventeen deaths from 
cholera. Two deaths were reported 
yesterday in St. Omer, twenty-two 
miles from Calais. In Havre there 
were seven fresh cases and four deaths. 

Hameoure, Sept. 25.—There were two 
fresh cases of cholera and twenty-eight 
deaths yesterday. 

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—The Standard’s 
Hamburg correspondent says that the 
fotal number ot interments in Hamburg 
this year was 19,997, of which cholera 
is responsible for 9700, though the offi- 
cial list saysonly 7306. Yesterday the 
bodies of 141 cholera victims were 
buried in one huge grave. Ten doctors 
employed inthe public hospitals have 
published a protest against the miser-

SHOWED NO LIGHTS. 


An Excursion Steamer Collides with a 
Yacht—One or Two Lives Lost. 


New York, Sept. 25.—[Bvy the Asso- 


ciated Press.]* The Herald’s special 


from Bridgeport, Ct., reports that the 
steamer Rosedale, on her regular Sun- 
day excursion trip, was in collision with 
the pleasure yacht Una. The 400 pas- 
sengers were panic stricken, and only 
the closing of the salogn door prevented 
a number from leaping overboard. The 
Una’s bowsprit tore away the planking 
of the Rosedale between the two decxs 
from near the bow to the paddle box on 
the starboard side, and also the parti- 
tions of the boiler house. 

Fireman Thomas McCarthy of the 
Rosedale was fatally - injured. Two 
other men were painfully hurt. The 
Una was towed to Glen Cove. 

An unknown man is supposed to have 
gone overboard and been drowned. A 
passenger of the Rosedale declared that 
the yacht showed bo lights.

BRILLIANT CAREER ENDED. 


Death of Gen. dames W. Husted at Peeka- 
kill, 

(N, Y.,) Sept. 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Gen. James W. Hus- 
ted died at 8:16 tonight. Gen. Husted 
was taken ill om his way tothe Repub- 
lican conyentiog in June last. Some of 
those aboard thé train administered a 
dose of medicing@, and it is said it was 
an oveftdose an@caused the illness from 
which he died t@night. After the con- 
vention the Geti@ral was brought home 
to Peekskill in @special car and taken 
to his residence, where he has since 
been hovering ween life and death. 
Today the Geteral gradually grew 
worse, and this @vening he passed away 
peacefully. He Was conscious to the 
last. 

Gen. Husted was born in Bedford, 
Westchester county in 18338 and was 
graduated at Wale in 1854. He was 
admitted to the Sarin 1857. He held 
many public o s, and bad the longest 
legislative seryite of any man in the 
history of the State, eighteen years. 
He also had the distinction of having 
been Speaker of the House six times. 
For over thirty years he has been in 
active political life. He became a 
member of the*Kepublican party in 
1859. 


THE EDITOR SHOT. . 


An Anti-Catholic Lecture Followed 
by an Affray. 


The Lecturer Uses His Revolver—Others 
Slash with Knives—Two Men 
Badly Injured—A Lynch. 
ing May Follow. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Denver, Sept, 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A Cheyenne special to 
the News says that Z. J. Lyons, editor 
of the St. Joseph (Mo.) American, at- 
tempted to lecture there tonight on 
‘“Romanist Influence in the Public 
Schools.””’ He received an intimation 
of trouble, and when he appeared on 
the stage he exhibited two six-shooters, 
which he said he would use, if neces- 
sary, to protect himself. He was fre- 
quently interrupted during the lecture, 
and at last called upon a policeman and 
the ushers toclear the hall. Amid a 
scene of wild confusion this was par- 
tially accomplished. 

When nearly all the people were out, 
Lyons took a revolver in each hand and 
started to leave the hall. As he 
reached the door, Patrick Nolan, a 
policeman, attempted to disarm him. 
The crowd cYosed in upon the two and 
Lyons commenced shooting. The firing 
became general and fully thirty shots 
were fired. Patrick. Moore, a boiler- 
maker, was fatally ‘shot. “Policeman 
Bolan was stabbed in the face and 
neck. This scattered the crowd and 
Lyons, with a body-guard of friends 
reached his hotel. 

An excited crowd of men threatened 
to lynch him and surrounded the hotel. 
Sheriff Kelly arrested Lyons in his 
room and took the revolvers from him, 
after which he was taken to Fort Rus- 
sell for safe keeping. 

The excitement over the affair was 


great and crowds of men gathered on 


the street corners discussing the mat- 
ter. If Moore should die tonight 
an attempt to lynch Lyons will 
surely be made. Lyons is supposed to 
have come here under the auspices of 
an anti-Catholic organization which 
exists in this city. It is not known 
who stabbed the policeman. 


Another Dishonest Consul Kemoved. 

Wasuinetox, Sept. 25.—Edmund 
Johnson has been removed from the 
consulate at Kiel, Germany, for false 
representations and fraudulent prac- 
tices as consul. Johnson was first ap- 
pointed in 1872 and was once re- 
moved, but afterward reéntered the 
service and maintained his position 
upon the representation that he was 
wounded in various battles of the war 
and his health was impaired. The re- 
cent charges of fraudulent accounts, 
which were substantiated, led toan 
investigation of his military service, 
which showed that he did not partici- 
pate in the battles alleged and the_ 
claim as to wounds was entirely un-— 
founded.

George 
Casselman drew a revolver and was at- 
tacked by Charles Burton with an ax 
and mortally wounded.

Morris¢ then 
cut Van Amen down to the ground, 
killing him. The murderers have not 
yet been apprehended. 


Honors to Gen, Pope’s Kemains. 

Saxpvusky (O.), Sept. 25.—The re- 
mains gof Gen. John Pope lay 
in state in the Soldiers’ Home 
this morning and were viewed by 
all old vveterarfs and large 
concourse of citizens.

A Sheriff's Posse Meets the 
Roslyn Robbers. 


The Outlaws Escape in the Darkness 
Up the Mountains, 


One of Their Number Wounded Dur- 
ing the Skirmish. 


Other Coast Dispatches—A Nephew of 
Editor Dana Figures in an Elope- 
ment—An Expert's Views on 
California Olives,

Tacoma (Wash.,) Sept. 25. —(By the 
Associated Press.| The Sheriff's posse 
of thirteen men in pursuit of the Roslyn 
bank robbers came upon three of them 
ina dense forest in Leanaway Rasin, 
twenty miles east of Roslyn, last night. 
A battle ensued and one of the 
desperadoes was wounded. All three 
escaped inthe darkness, The meeting 
was a surprise both to the pursued and 
pursuers. 


The uncertain light made firing 
dangerous and it was not till the three 
robbers turned to flee that the posse 
opened fire. One of the desperadoes 
was seen to reel tn his saddle 
and he is thought to have been wounded. 
A mountaineer reported that he saw two 
of the fleeing robbers going at full speed 
up the mountains early this morning. 
The third is thought to be hiding in the 
dense brush. This morning three sad- 
dled horses were found in the woods 
near the trail which the robbers fol- 
lowed on leaving Roslyn. Two of them 
were positively identified as thuse rid- 
den by the robbers. 

The Sheriff's posse was increased to 
125 mentoday. Guides familiar with 
the sparsely settled country have been 
secured, and it is believed the robbers 
will -be captured twenty-four 
hours. 


OLIVES AND GRAPES, 


An Italian Expert Enthusiastic Over Two 
California Industries. 

San Francisco, Sept. 25.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Louis Barzelotti, 
a noted olive and wine expert of Tus- 
cany, Italy, on the shores of the Meda- 
iterranean, who, for some time past, 
has been making experiments on the 
large El Quito ranch of E. E. Goodrich 
in the Santa Clara Valley, is here. 
“The Santa Clara Valley for ail the 
world,’’ he said, ‘‘is like the plain of 
Tuscany, on one side of which are the 
Appenine Mountains and on the other 
the Mediterranean. The climate is the 
same, too. The soil, I think,. is 
a little richer. Like Tuscany, it 
is peculiarly adapted to olivea and 
grapes. The Mission olives, how- 
ever, are not exactly adapted to 
it. The oil is a little too greasy. Get 
the right kinds and graft them on, and 
press the olives by different appliances 
and it will come out a beautiful golden 
vellow; that is its proper color. It 
should not be white; that is like castor 
oil. The methods of grafting and 
pressing I have suggested will improve 
the taste. That is what we are now do- 
ing at the Goodrich ranch. We will 
send to Italy soon for a crusher. 

to the olive crop of California 
this year, so far as I have investigated, 
it is not so heavy as could be wished, 
owing to peculiar conditions. The rea- 
sons that caused the falling off in the 
fruit crop in certain places apply to the 
olive. However, I predict that, both in 
wine and olive-growing, California will 
soon rank with the greatest countries 
of the world. It is a continual surprise 
tome. I think so well of it that I have 
purchased from Morgan Hill a ranch at 
Madrone, twenty miles from San Jose 
toward Monterey, and will pay especial 
attention to wine on that ranch.’’ 

Mr. Barzelotti is on his way to Mer- 
ced to attend a meeting of olive-growers. 
He has an @live farm near Marenna, in 
Tuscany.

New York, Sept. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Bradley B. Smalley, a 
member of the Democratic National 
Committee and late canlidate for Gov- 
ernor of Vermont, announced tonight 
that he has made a discovery which, if 
it is proven, will give to Allen, the Pro- 
hibitionist candidate, the office of Gov- 
ernor of Vermont.

The President of the United States 
has declared the day a legal holiday, and 
Gov. Markham has concurred for the State 
of California. Briefly stated, the pro- 
gramme for the day, as suggested by the 
National Committee and concurred in by 
State Superintendent Anderson, ts: 

A MORNING CELEBRATION, 

The pupils of our public schools are to 
gather on Columbus day atthe usual bour 
in their schoolhouses. Instead Of the reg- 
ular recitations the morning is to be de- 
voted to exercises befitting the anniversary. 
These exercises may be simple or elaborate, 
according to the resources of the achool. 

Many schools will doubtless do littie more 
than use the official programme, adding to 
it the old, familiar, national songs and a 
few speeches by leading citizens. Other 
schools, with larger resources, will, we are 
sure, extend the’ programme with addi- 
tional features, such as special music by 
chorus or orchestra, historical exercises, 
pageants, etc. 

The largest liberty for individual ingenu- 
ity and taste is left to all the schools, and 
the Evecutive Committee would encourage 
a local variety to be given to the official 
programme. Following is the official pro- 
gramme; 

THE OFFICIAL PROGRAMME. 

Raising and Saluting the Flag—(Under 
the direction,. wherever possible, of a detail 
of veterans of the war.) 
The Song of Columbus Day—(To a 
known tune.) 
The address—(To be declain.ed by the 
best speaker among the boys.) 
Thé ode—(To be read or recited bya 
young lady.) 
*America’’—(Which willin all cases be 
the closing song.) 
The song, the address and the ode will all 
be original, prepared especially for the cel- 
ebration by some of the best of American 
writers. 
By the first of September this official pro- 
gramme, ina complete form, will be pub- 
lished throughout the country, and will also 
be sent to all applicants who address the 
chairman of the Executive Committee. 
Evenif nothing be added to this pro- 
gramme, except perhaps a few speeches 
and some familiar national songs, the cere- 
monies will be impressive and worthy of 
the occasion. 

THE AFTERNOON CELEBRATION. 
In nearly all cities and large villages, 
however, tbe citizens will wish a formal 
demonstration on Columbus day which may 
be in their own hands. Whereverthe cit- 
izens are to conducta celebration two mac- 
ters should be especiallv arranged: 

First—That the civic celebration occur in 
the afternoon, so that it will not conflict 
with the morning celebrations which are 
going onin all the schoolhouses. 
Second—Thatin the afternoon celebra- 
tion by the people ample recognition. be 
given to the public school idea, which is to 
be the characteristic of the day throughout 
the Nation. 

This afternoon celebration will vary with 
each locality. But the citizens will gladly 
accord to the tree school institution the 
place of honor. 

This leading positiop for the schools in 
the afternoon celebration can be easily 
arranged. 

First, a most fitting feature will be a pub- 
lic school review. If there is a general 
procession, this public school review may 
be a part of it, and the most honored part. 
{f there is no procession by any other or- 
ganizations, the schools may have their re- 
view by themselves. Let the pupils march 
by in classes, and with banners, led by their 
teachers. Let the army veterans, North 
and South, the Blue and the Gray alike, be 
invited to march with the schools as an es- 
cortof honor. As the reviewing stand is 
reached, where the itaries are assem- 
bled, let each part of the procession salute 
the flag of the Nation with cheers and 
waving of handkerchiefs. 

The afternoon celebration by the citizens 
may also include a mass meeting at the 
public hall. This meeting, however, in 
some localities, will occur in the evening. 
An important place in the exercises of this 
meeting should be given to the free school 
as the characteristic product of the four

centuries of American life, and as the safe- 
guard of our free institutions for the 


future. At least one of the speakers 
should deal with this swhject. Moreover, 
the song of ‘Columbus Day,"’ sung atthe 
morning celebration in all the schools, 
might be repeated by the ‘general audience 
at this mass meeting. 
A few suggestions of a practical nature 
will, accordingly, be of advantage both to 
teachers and to editors and to other triends 
of the celebration just at present; 
1. A strong local comunittee should be 
appointed at once. It would be well to in- 
clude in this committee not only the lead- 
ing school officials, but also editors of the 
local press, army veterans and leading citi- 
zens who are known to favor the celebra- 
tion by the schools. Only such as are likely 
to give earnest support to the work should 
be 

2. The postoffice address of the chairman 
of this local committee should be sent to 
the office of tne chairman of the Executive 
Committee (Francis Bellamy, Youth's Com- 
panion office, Boston, Mass.,) in order that 
the chairman of the local committee may 
receive. the official programme and other: 
communications. 
3. This committee should first see that 
each school is provided with a flag, the 
salute to which will be the first feature of 
the oficial programme. They sbould also 
advise with each principal as to the best 
way in which the celebrationcan becarried 
on in his schoolhouse; arranging for 
speakers and suggesting exercises addi- 
tional to the official programnie. 
4. This committee should also arrange 
that the citizens’ celebration be made to 
occur in the afternoon, and should see that 
the desired prominence is given to the 
free school idea in the afternoon cere- 
monies. Where no arrangements have yet 
been made fora citizens’ celebration, this 
committee might themselves take the 
initiative, and organize the afternoon’ 
demonstrations as well asthe morning ob- 
servances in the schoolhouses. 
5. The greater publicity that is given to 
this committee, both in its formation and 
its work, the better. Accordingly, the at- 
tention of the people generally must be 
gained and their interest secured. Let the 


people be freely invited to give suggestions 
and to send communications to the local 
press asto the best conduct of the cele- 
bration. 

6. The committee should see that the 
editors of the lecal papers are interested in 
the movement, and the people informed 
through the cclumns of these papers of.the 
celebration, and what is to be done to make 
it a success. 

In one word, this 400th anniversary of 
America belongs to all the people. The 
public schools take the lead because they 
are the organizations closest to the people, 
most characteristic of the people; and full- 


_ est of hope for the people. 


It is earnestly hoped that all will take an 
interest, and make this occasion memor- 
able as a promoter of patriotism and 
loyalty to our free institutions. |

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


A Trifle of 774,000 Miles. 

Los ANGELES, Sept. 25, 1892.—[To the 
Editor ot THe Trmes.}] In my article on Ju- 
piter, printed in your issue of today, I am 
made to say that “the diameter of Jupiter 
is 860,000 miles, being nearly eleven 
times that of the earth.’’ Of course, the 
number contains one cipher too many, and 
should read *86,000 miles,’ which will 
make it consistent with the remainder of 
the sentence, and also with an approximate 
“circumference of 260,000 miles’ in an- 
other paragraph. The figures, as printed, 
very nearly express the diameter of the 
sun, which is about ten times that of Jupi- 
ter.

ANOTHER JAIL DELIVERY. 


Gordine Horton Gives the Authorities the 
Slip—How It Was Done. 

There was a jail delivery at the 
County Jail at” 6 o'clock last evening, 
but the officers did not discover that 
Gordine Horton, the notorious horse- 
thief, was gone until 7 o'clock, when 
the roll was called. 

It seems that Under Jailer Nick 
Quiroto had a couple of ‘‘trusties’’ 
named Forrest and Bonner in the rear 
part of the jail emptying slops, when 
Horton slipped into the engine-room 
and as soon as the main door was closed 
and the jailer had disappeared he 
crawled through a window and made 
his way to Broadway. 

The slops are taken out in cans 
through a door that leads from the rear 
part of the. jail, to the engine-room, 
which faces on Broadway. 

After passing this door, which is left 
open, the deputy. goes ahead of the 
trusties to the rear part of the engine- 
room, which was built originally for a 
jail yard, where there is a door leading 
to the street. As soon asthe slop cans 
had been placed on the sidewalk where 
the garbage wagon can pick them up, 
the party returned to the main build- 
ing and the jail was locked up for the 
night. - 

At 7 o’clock the trusties and prison- 
ers, who are allowed to walk about the 
corridors until that hour, were herded 
into the tanks and the roll was called, 
It was then that it was discovered that 
Horton had escaped, and every deputy 
that could be found was started out, but 
up to a late hour the man had not been 
recaptured. 

Horton is the fellow who was con- 
victed in the Police Court a few 
weeks ago on a charge of steal- 
ing a load of hay from a_ French- 
man. He was given 150 = days 
in the County Jail. There is a case 
against him of embezzlement for get- 
ting away with a pair of horses and a 
wagon at Redlands, and as the police 
have been after the fellow for almost a 
vear they were considerably worried 
last night when they learned that the 
rascal had escaped.

And Will Give} Ellery Ander- 
son 89,000 of Them. 


They Will All Be Sworn to—His Ree- 


“Cleveland’s Fool Friends” Strongly 
_ Arraigned by the Commissioner. 


Many Facts Obtained Under a Pledge of 
Secrecy, Which Will Not Be Re- 
vealed—The Census Confirms 
Mr. Peck. 


[New York Press, Sept. 19.] 

Labor Commissioner Peck intends to 
rmiake things lively for those who have 
questioned the correctness of his fig- 
ures in his now famous report. He 
came to New York yesterday and was 
seen at the Victoria Hotel by a Press 
reporter. He talked freely and seemed 
to be perfectly content with the outlook 
in the mandamas proceedings which 
will be settled this week. 

When asked as to the truth of the 
statement that he had burned or caused 
to be destroyed the individual reports 
from which his report was compiled, he 
said: 

“The papers have not been and will 
not be destroyed, but Mr. Anderson and 
the other mugwumps or anti-snappers, 
asthey call themselves, will not get 
them. I obtained most of those reports 
on my personal pledge that no names 
should be disclosed. 

‘I could not have obtained the data 
otherwise, as the law doesn’t give me 
power to require facts concerning any 
man's private business. The samme rule 
holds good in all the States where there 
are statistical bureaus and aiso in ob- 
taining figures for the United States 
census. 

‘‘In Massachusetts it is by statute 
made a misdemeanor to reveal” such 
facts. I wrote personal letters to 
thousands of manufacturers who had 
refused to send figures asked for in my 
circular, and on my promise to keep 
theirnames secret they intrusted me 
with the facts. I will not break my 
plighted word, no matter what will be 
the consequence. [I will go to jail first. 

‘‘As to the correctness of my figures 
themselves, they ,were a surprise— 
disagreeable, if you will, but a surprise 
—tome. I had expected it to be allthe 
other way, and the first tabulation on’ 
the silk industry was our way, but nine- 
tenths of the others, both individually 
and by trades, showed large increases 
in both production and the wages paid. 

‘It was the most searching investiga- 
tion ever made. inthis State and the 
figures published @recorrect. They are 
borne out by those obtained by Com- 
missioner Wadlin of Massachusetts, and 
by Commissioner Peele of Indiana, who 
is a stanch Demoerat. He, like myself. 
began the investigation in the expecta- 
tion of obtaining different results. 

‘I worked on the line of the facts ob- 
tained from manufacturers while he took 
those obtained from the workmen them- 
selves, yet our figures coincide exectly. 
His is an elective, office, and heis a can- 
didate for reélection in his Stace on the 
Democratic ticket this year. I have 
heard from both departments, in fact 
from a majority of the twenty-eight in 
the United States, approving my course 
in refusing to give the names asked for 
by that person, Anderson, and his fel- 
lows. have* & ‘strong letter on the 
subject from Commissioner, Hotchkiss 
of Connecticut. 

‘The most amusing thing to me in all 
this is that the word of a State officer, 
who has held office without complaint 
for over nine years, and who was good 
enough to be appointed by that superla- 
tively pure patriot, Mr. Cleveland, 
should be doubted.

I will give them certified transcripts of 
20,000 individual cases of increased 
wages and production, and I intend to 
give them over 89,000 before I am 
through, and they will all be sworn to. 
If Anderson wanted the names and 
facts he could get them almost as easily 
as I did. 

‘I took Wilson's Business Directory 
and wrote tothe manufacturers whose 
Let him take the 
names of those in New York city and 


‘seven-tenths of them will admit that

But these howlers for purity do 
not want facts. | 

‘The trouble.is, Mr.. Cleveland has a 
lot of fool friends, and he has thousands 
of them, who should be killed off before 
his chances of election are totally gone.

The Labor Bureau's circulars sent out 
every year invariably state that the in- 
formation is to be used for compiling 
statistics and for no other purpose. If 
Commissioner Peck permitted answers 
so obtained to be published he would be 
guilty of breach of trust, and future 
Statistics of industry would be impossi- 
ble to obtain. 

“Commissioner Peck, who is a stalwart 
Democrat, says that he is perfectly 
willing to show the replies collectively 
to any one having authority to see 
them. The mugwump committee has 
no rights in the matter whatever. He 
nas no fear of the result. Speaking of 
his own position, Mr. Peck says: 

‘Iam a Democrat.. I have never been 
anything else and neverexpecttobe.

FELL AMONG THIEVES. 


A Young Easterner’s Experience with 
Los Angeles Sure-thing Men. — 
For some days past the police detec- 
tives have been on the track of a gang 
of sure-thing gamblers who have been 

operating in this city. 

At their headquarters on Main street 
they conduct a faro game whenever the 
police are not too close on their tracks, 
but their principaloccupation is “doing 
up’’ high-toned ‘‘suckers”’ that come out 
here from the East and put up at the 
swell hotels. 

Early last week a young man of this 
stamp, with more money than brains, 
visited the city on his honeymoon. 
When he was not making love to his 
young wife he spent his time cultivat- 
ing the above-mentioned bunco men. 

It took these fellows but a short time 
to discover that the ‘‘sucker’s’’ pockets 
were well stuffed, and they set their 
nets for the big fish. The first evening 
he visited the gambling parlors he was 
allowed to win, asis usually the case 
when a fat bird is to be plucked by these 
human hawks. 

The next night the ‘‘sucker’’ again. 
visited his ‘‘iriends’’ and was ‘‘done up”’ 
to the tune of $1600, but instead of 
taking thingsin an humble manner, as 
thoroughbred *‘suckers’’ invariably do, 
this chap broke over the established 
rules made and provided:in such cases 
and started to clean'the crowd out in 
true Corbett fashion. 

‘Had he been successful the matter 
would probably never have reached the 
ears of the police, but he was promptly 
laid out and sentto his hotel, slightly 
disfigured and not in the ring by any 
manner of means. ; 

As soon as he declared himself when 
he discovered that he had been robbed, 
he smashed the first gambler who came 
within reach, anda general fight was 
soon under full headway. 

The ‘‘sucker’’ is a powerful young 
man and he managed to get in several 
telling blows, but the bunco men were 
too many for him, and in a few minutes 
he was in a fit condition for the receiv- 
ing-hospital, but as that institution is 
too close to the police station he was 
sent to his hotel, where he told a mest 
pitiful story about how he was set upon 
by foot-pads and robbed. 7 

The whole story leaked out, however, 
and the police were consulted. The 
case has been worked up to such a fine 
point that there would be no trouble 
about convicting three or four of these 
fellows, but the victim flatly refuses to 
prosecute, and the detectives who 
worked the case up are so angry that 
they cannot see straight. - 

Cases of this kind are a common oc- 
currence in this city and will continue 
to be as long as the victims of sure- 
thing men refuse to go into court and 
prosecute the men who have robbed 
them. 

“The people are always kicking about 
the police not doing their duty, but they 
should remember that the police can do 
nothing without evidence, and if the 
victims of the robbers will not go to 
court the police are powerless, . 

The district fair will open next week 
in this city, and the city is already be- 
ginning to fill up with the usnal gang of 
robbers, but itis safe to say that the 
people who become their victims will 
not give the police a particle of assist- 
ance. They will do the usual amount o 
kicking, however.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Sermon to Men Only by Rev. 
Mr. Collins. 


Frightful Facets Set Forth in a Forci- 
ble and Convincing Manner. 


Some Figures Which Will Open the 
Eyes of the People. 


Regular Services at Immanuel Presbyte- 
rian, First Methodist, Temple Street 
Christian and St. John’s Epis- 

copal Charches. 


At the Y.M.C.A. rooms yesterday aft- 
ernoon Rev. Mr. Collins addressed a 
men’s meeting upon the subject of 
“Frightful Facts,’’ in relation to the 
evils of the city and the ruinous course 
pursued by a large per cent. of the 


| young men of the town. 


In introducing the speaker Secretary 
Ball said that although the association 
had increased from 160 to over 500 
members ina year and 250 young men 
were in their evening classes, and oth- 
ers were availing themselves of its 
various ‘agencies of self-improvement, 
yet even more young men were being 
dragged down by evils which flourished 


.in utter violation of law. That the ob- 


ject of this series of addresses was two- 
fold, to awaken to the necessity of en- 
forcing laws already passed, but espe- 
cially to point young men to the only 
safe way of escape as ldid down in the 
teachings of Christ. 

Mr. Collins took as a foundation for 
his text that passage in Psalms: ‘‘ForI 
have seen violence and strife in the 
city.”” Hesaid that while the recent 
revival occasioned in religious circles 
through the Mills’ meetings had been of 
considerable and wide-spread effect, 
the general tendency of the feeling was 
to permeate scarcely at all the lower 
strata of society and the remotest dregs 
of degredation. 

The speaker further continued that 
the social evil and hospital movements 
hal in turn been taken up by the 
churches and people, but that each 
again in turn had failed in producing a 
perceptible remedy for existing deprav- 
ity and help for the suffering. ‘‘Itis a 
frightful fact,’’ he said,‘ ‘that churches 
will allow their denominational preju- 
dices to stand in the way of doing the 
much-needed good.”’ 

Mr. Collins then went into a discus- 
sion upon the alarming extent to which 
houses of immorality were permitted to 
ply their abhorred trade. 

‘‘We have more of those houses in 
the town than a city of 60,000 inhabi- 
tants can afford to support. It isa mis- 
take to suppose that only the lower 
classes patronize the dens of evil, for 
there are many young men who are now 
keeping company with some of the 
most lovable young ladies in the city, 
who habitually visit these hatcheries of 
infamy, in the form of what are called 
the ‘better houses.’ 

A boy-had been led into a place on 
Buena Vista street and wiled into 
spending money not his own. The 
speaker, with the father of the boy and 
an officer, had gone tothe place at night 
and found nearly forty women, mainly 
colored, most of them intoxicated and 
all utterly depraved. 

There were five dance halls in the 
city, connected with which wereat least 
forty wognen carrying on open prostitu- 
tion. ese perils beset even boys of 
tender years. 

Another frightful fact was the exist- 
ence of the concert saloon and the 
crowds’of young men who frequented 
them. One hundred and fifty voung 
men were counted in one place and 
seventy-five in each of two others at one 
time. This was but a small part of the 
number who visited each place as the 


| crowd was ‘constantly changing. Dur- 


ing one hour 107 mencame inand 119 
passed out of one saloon by actual count, 
and so the tide flowed in and out until 


midnight still found the place throngéd. 


It was not the police force who were 
responsible for this state of affairs. 
There was never a better Chief of Police 
than the present occupant of that posi- 
tion. The fault lay with the commu- 
nity at large which permitted such 
things. The man who, while deprecat- 
ing the existence.of an Alameda street, 
exclaimed against touching it for fear 
the evil would be scattered was a coward. 
Los Angeles is not the worst of cities. 
Many are worse, yet these facts are a 
blot upon her, and the speaker was will- 
ing to lend hearty support to any 
measure which would drive out the evil ' 
and remove this menace to the man- 
hood and virture of young men. 

‘*The gilded palaces are the wif em, | 
stones into hell; it is the slippery roa 
that a fellow gets started on and after 
he has once got started he finds nothing 
to grasp to stay his erring fall. 

‘*We have often tried, but it is not 
one young man out of a dozen that we 
have been able to prevent returning to 
his old life after once he has become 
habituated to it.”’ 

The fact was emphasized that  so- 
called high society men were among 
the most degraded. ‘‘The loose moral- 
ity extends way up through the upper 
crust, and thereare those whose names 
appear in the papers and who give 
swell receptions, etc., who have not 
the morality of a yellow dog,’’ was the 
surprising statement reiterated by Mr. 
Collins, as he related his actual ex- 
perience in going through the ill-re- 
puted portion of town in disguise, clos- 
ing with a stirring appeal to the young 
men to aid in the much needed reform. 

The meeting was the first one ofa 
series ‘“‘for men only,’’ which will be 
continued next Sunday afternoon by 
Rev. Dr. Reed.

ST. JOHN'S EPISCOPAL. 

‘‘Worship”’ was the theme of the 
rector’s discourse at St. John’s Church 
yesterday morning. The Episcopal 
Church emphasizes the idea of worship 
as being something higher and better 
than mere preaching. The sermon does 
not occupy more than one-third of the 
sacred hour. Not that’ the church de- 
spises preaching, for if other denomina- 
tions can show a Spurgeon, a Beecher, 
ora Channing, the Episcopal Charch 
can also show a Liddon, a Lighttvot 
anda Phillips Brooks. But the main . 
point tanght in the public assemblage 
on the Lord’s day is praise and adora- 
tion to the Most High God. We goto 
church for instruction and blessing, it is 
true; but mainly to offer adoration and 
worship and praise to the Almighty. 
The frequent change of posture, sit- 
ting, standing, kneeling, corresponds 
with the three various spiritual exer- 
cises, vix: instruction, praise and 
prayer. No matter whether the Rev. 
Boanerges Bangpulpit orated, or 
whether Miss Altiskino Warbler sang 
her little melody, we should never 
think of going to church mainly to hear 
them; we should go to worship God. 
The best men in the Presbyterian, 
Congregational and other churches are 
seeing this point, and are raising their 
voices in favor of a liturgical worship. 
Extemporaneous worship may be excel. 
lent, and doubtless is, for prayer-meet- 
ings, or occasional gatherings; but for 
united prayer, praise and worship, the 
liturgical idea was becoming more and 
more recognized. 

TEMPLE STREET CHRISTIAN. 

Rev. A. C. Smither preached yester- 
day morning to a large congregation at. 
Temple Street Christian Church upon 
“Jesus in the Home.’’ He touched 
upon the beautiful relationship of Je-.

Bishop Vincent then announced his 
text: Psalm cxix, 6, “Thy command. 
ments are exceeding broad.’ 

lle drew a contrast bet ween the treat- 
ment of science and of religion, and re- 
ferred to the impression that obtains in 
the minds of some that teachers of 
science are broad and liberal, while the 
religious teacher is narrow and bigoted. 

In some sense this is true. The min- 
ister speaks of one book. One. 
the onlv name. Then, too, the religious 
teacher shows a degree of positiveness 
that appears to be narrow. There is 
such athing as narrow limits leading 
to larger observations. The church 
seems. narrow because it protects 
against sin. This is because they do 
not understand the relation of sin to 
character. 

It is true there has been in the past 
a want that spirit of fraternity 
which ought to exist between Christian 
denominations, but even this has its 
origin in human nature and not in 
Christianity. commandments are 
exceeding broad.”’

The broadest and highest thing in the | 


universe is Christianity—broad in 
the region it covers; time, from ever- 
lasting to everlasting; the subjects it 
treats, nature in every form, its laws 
and phenomena, human pature, 
gels and God himself; broad in its dis- 
cussion of these subjects. In the be- 
ginning the Bible discusses nature and 
man. No want of harmony between 
the book and science. Is it not won- 
derful that the book holds 
The Bible's treatment of man is bread 
The idea of man; how is he to live?

Just as 
the athlete puts his body under the 
most rigid restrictions that it may be 
at its best, so the church seeks to have 
men and women at their physical, 
intellectual and spiritual best all the 
time.

Amendment Number One. 


{Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 10.) 
ARTICLE IV. 


Section2 The sessions of the Legislature 
shallcommence at i2e'clock M. on the first 
Monday afte. the first day of Januaay next 
succeeding the election of its membeons. and 
shall be biennial, uniess the Governor shall 
in the interim convene the Legislaiure by 
proclamation.

An Act to Provide for the Issuance 
and Sale of State Bonds to Create a 
Fund for the Construction and 
Furfiishing by the Boara of State 
Harbor Commissioners of a Gen- 
eral Ferry and Vassenger Depot in 
the City and County of Sean Fran- 
cisco; 


Providing for the Submission of 
this Act to a Vote of the People. 


[Approved March 17, 1891.] 


The People of the State of California, Repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. For the pu e of providing a 
fund for the payment of the indebtedness 
hereby authorized t» be incurred by the 
Board of State Harbor Commissioners, for 
the erection and furnishing of a general 
railroad, passenger. and terry depot, at Or 
near the foot of Market street,in the City 
and Coun.y of San Francisco, at a cost not 
to exceed six hundred thousand dollars. 
which the said Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to 
construct in the manner and meth 
authorized by law ard at a cost not to ex- 
ceed said six huncired thousand dollars 
the State Treasurer shall, immediately 
after the issuance of the proclama- 
tion of 
vided for. prepare sultable bonds of the 
State of California: One thousand bonds, 
in the denomination of one hundred dollars 
each: five hundred bonds, in the denomina- 
tion of five hundred dollars each: two hun- 
dred and fifty bonds.inthe denomination 
of one thousand dollars each. The whole 
issue of said nds shall not exceed 
the sum of six hundred thousand doi- 
lars, which said bonds shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of four per centum per 
annum from their date and shall be pav- 
able at the office of the State Treasurer at 
the expiration of nineteen years from their 
date.

The State Treasurer shall,on the first day of 
each and every month after the date of 
said bonds, take from the - an Francisco 
Harbor Improvement Fund the sum of four 
thousand six hundred and thirty-one dol- 
lars and place the same in said San Fran- 
cisco Depot ~" oe Fund, created by this 
section. Said reasurer shall, 
Controller’s warrants. duly drawn 
that purpose. the moneys 
said sinking fund in the purchase of bonds

On Monday next, one week from to-
